“Reproductive health is really the 
central issue," said Felice Gacr, a mem-' 
ber of the U.S. delegation to the confer- 
ence and director of the Jacob Blaustein 
Institute for Hiiman Rights in New 
York City. “A woman’s ability to con- 
trol her fenility is essential for her to 
exercise her other rights." 

But many advocacy groups arc frus- 
trated and angered that issues concern- 
ing women’s reproductive rights will 
be up for debate again when they were 
agreed upon by the inicmaiional com- 
munity at the U.N. Conference on Pop- 
ulation in Caino last year. 

Most advocacy groups said they 
were up against the Vatican and a 
handful of countries like Guatemala, 
Honduras, Benin, Malta, Ecuador, Ar- 


gentina, Slovakia and Sudan that are 
turning back the clock by reopening (he 
debate. 

“Language on abortion, family plan- 
ning and sexuality, settled by consensus 
in ^ro, has be<m reopened for debate 
by the Vatican and its coterie of allic.s,“ 
the Catholics for a Froc Choice said re- 
cently. 

“The idea that it is going to be re- 
hashed is an insult,” said Sally Ethel- 
ston, spokeswoman for Population Ac- 
tion International in Washington. D.C. 

TIic Votican said supporters of con- 
traception and abortion have been dc- 
voluing tl)c role that family and mother- 
hood play in tlic lives of women. 

‘To ignore or denigrate that is a false 
kind of liberation of women,” said He- 
len Alvare, spokeswoman for the Vati- 
can delegation. The Vatican docs not 
seek to moke contraccpcivcs illegal, she 
added, but feels it is not the business of 
governments to promote the use of any- 
thing that encourages immoral behav- 
ior.

New GDP 
measures 
may show 
less growth

WASHINGTON — As if Americans 
didn't have enough to worry about with stag- 
nant wages and uncertoin job prospects, now 
the government is preparing a revision of 
economic history that will show the current 
recovery was even, weaker. than previously 
thought * " ’ 

The <;fTort is part of a massive overhaul of 
the' government's primary measure of the 
econoihj^ — the gross domestic product All . 
of this will have a profound elTect oh our un- 
derstanding of sueh critical pocketbook is- 
sues os U.S. productivity growth and gains 
in American living standards. 

Starting in December, the government will 
move the old GDP measurement into the 
background and replace it with a new pro- 
cess for toting up the value of all the goods 
.and services produced each year in a $7 tril- 
lion economy. 

The Commerce Department, which is do- 
ing the work, has already given a preview of 
the changes. Under the old GDP measure- 
ment the economy slowed in Uic April-June 
quarter to an annual growtli rate of 0.5 per- 
cent 

The new GDP measurement, however, 
erased even that little bit of growth and 
showCd-lhc economy contracted at a rate 
of 0.2 percent. If that slump continues in 
the current July-Scptcmbcr quarter, it 
would meet the classic definition of a re- 
cession. , . 

While' most cedhomist's believe the 
economy is rebounding at present the new 
GDP measure will show ^at growth at a 
weaker rate probably about onc-half 
percentage point lower than the old mea- 
surement . 

Although the new figures provide a better 
explanation of why Americans feel their 
standard ofliving is sta^iating, it doesn't ni- 
ter the amount of money going into their 
pockets. 

"We haven’t changed rcolity. All we have 
changed is the numbm we put down on pa- 
per," said Dovid Wyss, economist at DRI- 
McGraw Hill Inc. “The economy didn’t 
change just because wc are counting it dif- 
ferently."

Heavy rain causes flooding in North Carolina 


The remnants of a tropical depression poured heavy rain on 
the Southeast <m Sunday, causing flooding in North Carolina, 
and rain elsewhere was scattered from Arizona to New England. 

In the eastern Caribbean, Tropical Storm Iris gathered 
strength as it headed toward the U.S. Virgin Islands and Puerto 
Rico. 

The heaviest rain Sunday in the Southeast was in North Car- 
olina, where weekend flocking closed roads, damaged houses 
and forced evocuations. No injuries were reported. Charlotte 
and Greensboro each got 4 inches in 24 hours. 

Ofllcials cvocuated 63 residents from o Charlotte nursing 
home when Sugar Creek rose out of its banks. It aho forced tlte 
evacuation of obout 200 people from two apartment complexes, 
before receding by early aflemoon. 

In northeastern Georgia. Athens got 3.) inches of rain in 24 


hours. Heavy rain on Friday and Saturday had caused flooding 
in Effingham and Wnync counties that damaged bridges ond 
flooded homes. 

In the Caribbean, Iris had strengthened with its lop sustained 
wind blowing at up to 65 mph. 

Several communities in St. Lucia, Antigua, Dominica and St'' 
Vincent and the Grenadines were evacuated because of severe 
flooding.

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Cleanup campaign swirls in Chicago 

Mayor pulls out all stops in preparing city for next summer’s Democratic convention 


he wrecking ball is busy on 
Chicogo’s West Side these days, send- 
ing out showers of stone and dust 05 it 
smashes away at the grimy, dilapidat- 
• cd Henry Homer Homes public hous- 
ing project. 

{Restitutes ore being shooed out of 
the area a mile and o half west of 
downtown, potholes filled in and trash 
swept up. Lufy trees now stand along 
•West Madison Street where drunks 
used to slump in doorways of peeling 
flophouses. 

To many Chicagoans, the reason 
for the facelift is an open secret: 
The 1996 Democratic Notional 
Convention will' be here next 
August, ond Mayor RichaM M. 
Daley is going all out to-rlTHancc 
the city's imogc. ' 

Daley and U.S. Housing Secretary 
Heniy Cisneros scoff at the notion that 
the convention explains ail the activi- 
ty- 


“That’s just hot a correct state- 
ment,” says Cisneros. 

Daley calls it “just a coincidence.” 

But more than a few disagrM. 

“They’re trying to spmee it up for 
the convention — there’s no doubt 
about that,” says slate Sen. Rickey 
Hendon. 

The real question, some community 
leaders say, is whether the overhaul 
amounts to more than a cosmetic 
touch-up designed to camouflage 
decades oferushing pover^. 

“V,^at’i going on now is the erect- 
ing of a facade of progress,” 
Alderman Riccardo Munoz says. “In 
other words, they’re just prettying up 
the area with more new concrete, new 
bricks and everything will be a good 
photo op.” 

Things were simpler when the 
1968 Democratic National 
Convention came to town. Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, the current 


mayor’s father, just put up high 
fences to blot out tumbledown tene- 
ments and trash-s\rewn lots. 

“It was like building a movie set for 
the pity,” rcealls former Alderman 
Lebn Despres. 

The fences were all but forgotten, 
though, when hundreds of anti- 
Vietnam War protesters fought with 
police in the streets. 

Four days of skirmishes erupted 
into a full-blown confrontadon Aug. 
29 outside the hotel of Democratic 
nominee Hubert Humphry. It lasted 
barely 20 minutes, but network televi- 
sion carried the riots into millions of 
homes, stamping Chicago with a dis- 
mal image among the party’s libemi 
wing. 

City Hall is eager to prove those 
days ore over. It also knows thoi news 
crews arc guaranteed to scour the area 
of the new S175 million United Hall, 
where the convention will take place 


Aug. 26-29, Idoking for embaimssing 
evidence of urban failure. ■ 

Despres says that’s the reason for 
the ni^ now, despite all denials. “The 
accelerated rate ... is transparent to 
anyone who has watched-this for a 
long time,” he says. 

Even though much of the near West 
Side remains desolate, Chicago politi- 
cal consulumt and commentator Don 
Rose says the improvements will help, 
protect City Hall from the worst possi- 
ble public relations block eye. 

“The TV cameras may not say, 
'Look ^t this pleasantly developed 
area we're in,”’ says Rose. “But tiiey 
won’t say, 'Look at this hellhole 
we’fc in.’” 

Sprucing up octivities were under 
way even before Chicago landed the 
convention. Officials soy the city 
probably would have been bypassed 
without a running start on cleanup 
operations. 


Relaxed San Diego looks forward to hosting GOP convention

SAN DIEGO — When the 
Republicans straggle into this scenic 
Oceanside city a year from now to 
nominate their presidential candi- 
date, they will be' bloodied, dirtied 
and divided by the grueling primary 
process. 

The profound tensions inside the 
party — bclwccnarchconscrvativcs 
ond moderates, the Christian Right 
and the secular center, those favor- 
ing access to abortion and those 
committed to outlawing it — will 
hove been rubbed raw. 

The large field of presidential 
hopefuls will have been winnowed 
after merciless months of fierce 
statc-by-state, hand-to-hnnd compe- 


tition. And the reputations of more 
than a few of the contenders' who 
now consider themselves statesmen 
will have beep irretrievably sullied. 

San Diego, by contrast, is going to 
be looking good. 

This sun-drenched city of 1.2 mil- 
lion offers so many beguiling diver- 
sions — from a world-famous zoo 
and pristine beaches to Scaworld 
and a clean downtown — that the 
contrast with the dour mood of 
many delegates is going to be stork. 

In fact, if the Republicans con put 
aside their internal political troubles 
long enough, they might end up 
throwing themselves o grand old 
party in the week of Aug. 11, 1996. 
Such arc' the ottractions of this vaca- 
tion paradise that it’s even possible 


to imagine a nominee on the first 
ballot, followed immediately by 
margaritos on the veranda. 

“Wc’vc always been like the third 
wheel in Californio,” said Reint 
Reinders, president of the San Diego 
Convention & Visitors Bureau. 

"When people think of California, 
they always think about Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. But the relaxed 
style of Son Diego (the state’s third 
lorgcst city) is very much what 
California is all obou(^ — what 
attracted people to California in the 
first place.” 

How relaxed, exactly? 

Well, consider that Son Diego 
police commanders figure they’ll 
need jiist 650 officers for the con- 
vention, about 0 fourth of the contin- 


gent Houston and New York offi- 
cials assigned to the 1992 COP and 
Democratic conventions. 

Portly that’s bccousc the Son- 
Diego convention, to be held at a 
spiffy coovention center right ot the 
water’s edge, will be locoted in a 
well-contained orco not easily 
breached by demonstrators or other 
gate-crashers. But it’s also because 
the San Diego police say they don’t 
always think like other big-city 
cops. 

“Wc probobly lake o different 
view of demonstrators,” said 
Assistant Chief Keith Enerson. “We* 
tMnk people have a right to demon- 
strate. and wc usually try to facilitate 
these things rather than counter 
them.”

5.1 million Americans in jail, on parole or probation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A record 
5.1 million Americans were cither 
behind bars or on probation or parole 
ot me end of last year, as prisons and 
jails overflow and me use of supervi- 
sion in the community rises,, the 
Justice Department reported Sunday. 

The total number under some kind 
of correctional supervision amounted 
to almost 2.7 percent of me anation’s 
adult population. Nearly mrcc out of 
four were being supervised in the 
community on probation or parole 
ramcr man in cells, according to me 
department’s Bureau of Justices 
Statistics. 

Since 1980, me number of people in, 
prison or jail or on probation or parole 


has almost tripled, growing at an aver- 
age rate of 7.6 percent a year and at on 
actual rate of 3.9 percent in 1994. 

The resulting pressure on already 
overcrowded prisons and jails has 
pushcd .up me overall use of probation 
and parole, even though the federal 
government atid some jurisdictions 
have eliminated parole for mosc who 
committed crimes in recent years. 

Overall, the state and federal proba- 
tion papulation rose 2 percent in 1994 
and the overall parole population grew 
by 2. 1 percent, me bureau said. 

At the end of 1994, 2,962,000 
adults were on probation and onomer 
' 690,000 were on parole. 

Parole is a conditional release from 


custody by special parole officials of 
prisoners who have served part of 
mcir sentence; tlicy remain subject to 
being locked up again if they violate 
certain rules. Probation is imposed by 
judges and may or may not follow 
incarceration. Probation may have a 
variety of reporting requirements ond 
rules, such os. restrictions on travel or 
use of alcohol or drugs. 

Thrce-fourtbs of me probationers 
and parolees were maintaining 
required, regular contact with a 
supervising agency. Justice said. 
The remainder were equally divid- 
ed between those who were not 
required to have regular contact 
and mosc who had failed to report 


and could not be located. 

Half of all offenders on probation in 
1994 had been convicted of a felony; 
merestoflesscr'crimes. One in seven 
probationers had been convicted of 
driving while intoxicated or under me 
influence of alcohol. 

Of the parolees, 95 percent had 
served time behind bars for felonies; 
me rest had been incarcerated for less- 
er crimes. 

About 21 percent of the nation's 
probationer were women, os were 10 
percent of me parolees. About 58 per- 
cent of me adults on probation were 
white and 32 percent were black. 
Fifty-one percent of adults on parole 
were white and 32 percent black.

Lobby gift restrictions would 
be sm;^ but welcome change 


It is the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives’ turn to tighten up htles govem- 
. ing the receipt of gifts from lobbyists. 

After months of rcsistahcc, the Sen- 
ate enacted such restrictions late in 
July. The new rules, which take effect 
Jan. 1, strengthen requirements forc- 
ing lobbyists to register, saying 
whom they, work for and how much 
they spend. 

Under the old rules, the preat ma- 
jority got away without registering at 
all. And it was nearly impossible to 
gauge from senators’ financial disclo- 
sure statements the number and na- 
ture of perks distributed: The law ex- 
empted innumerable restaurant meals, 
entertainment events and other items 
from ever being reported. 

The new rules bar senators from ac- 
cepting any gift worth more than $50. 
Included are travel, lodging and en- 
tertainment, even that associated with 
the charity events that have become 
such popular draws for members of 
Congress. Excepted arc events such 
as' banquets that could be considered 
connected with official duties. 

There arc also new restrictions on 
contributions to charities or legal de- 
fense funds in lieu of outright gifts. 
(Had they been in place earlier, these 
restrictions would have been felt by 
Sen. Bob Paekwood, R-Orc., whose 
legal defense fund, generated by ac- 
cusations of sexual misconduct, re- 
ceived about $6,000 from registered 
lobbyists.) 

Certainly, the new rules arc all' to 
the good; even modest gifts can help 
curry favor with politicians, who arc,' 
after all, people, and appreciate a 
thoughtful gesture. 

Moreover, Congress knows it has a 


serious credibility problem these 
days. Free trips to Las Vegas and 
tickets to the Super Bowl arc exactly 
the kinds of things frustrated voters 
can easily grasp, and powerfully re- 
sent. 

Nevertheless, when it comes to 
buying influence, such gifts are mere 
appetizers. Campaign contributions 
are still the main course, and the 
worst problem plaguing the political 
system. With ^cnatc races costing a 
minimum of a few million dollars, 
front-row seats to “Damn Yankees” 
scarcely seem worth quibbling over. 

Gift restrictions arc good ethical 
hygiene, and we welcome them. But 
they arc not the primary means by 
which special interests affect policy 
decisions — and leave the public so 
dismayed. 

President Clinton has staled that the 
White House will now abide by the 
same lobbyist-disclosure rules as the 
Senate. That’s wonderful. The presi- 
dent also shook hands not long ago 
with House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
over a pledge to work out proposals 
for campaign finance reform. More 
wonderful still. 

But we detect foot-dragging. The 
speaker recently muttered something 
about getting around to campaign-fi- 
nance rules in autumn. He could get a 
star^ by exhorting his colleagues to 
apprqve gift restrictions similar to the 
Senate’s. After that, the debate on 
barring big campaign contributions 
from lobbyists and special interest 
groups should begin; we could swear 
we saw a leaf curl and fall just the 
other day.

. SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzcgovina 
(AP) — As U.S. envoys began a 
new push for peace, Bosnia’s army 
commander on Sunday questioned 
whether the West was capable of 
ending his country’s war and vowed . 
to keep fighting. 

In some of thc.most skeptical 
comments to date by Bosnian oiTi- 
cials. Gem Rasim Dclic said new 
’ U.S. plans are an incomplete set of 
ideas “without a head and without a 
' tail.’’ 

“We have only one direction, ‘and 
. that is to continue fighting,” Dclic 
iaid at a military ceremony in the 
;town of Jablanica, southwest of 
Sarajevo. 

.His comments came as U.S. 
fAssistont Secretary of State Richard 
^Holbrooke was leaving for Paris'to 
'meet with Bosnian President Alija 
iizctbcgovic and U.S. allies in the 
. peace process. 

I On Tuesday, Holbrooke and his 
; hew negotiating team — hurriedly 
■put together to replace three diplo- 
mats killed in on accident Aug. 19 
' outside Sarajevo — plan to travel 
.to Belgrade, the capital of Serbia, 
yHiosc .-'president Slobodan 
Milosevic is the region’s main 
power-broker. 

Holbrooke said the talks could be ' 
“potentially decisive” and said more 
NATO airstrikes were a possibility 
unless Bosnian Serb rebels 
cmbroccd the peace process. 

“If this peace initiative docs not 
get moving, dramatically moving, in ' 
the next week or two, the conse- 
quences will be very adverse to the 
Serbian goals," Holbrooke said on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press.’!

Mohammed in 1992, allowing the 
genitals to descend. Another opera- 
tion rearranged his urinary tract, 
and hormone treatment completed 
the process. 

His three younger siblings were

195 acres of laiid 

Spends $195,650 to keep canyon-rim 
property from the reach of developers

The Bureau of Land Management bought 195 acrea of canyon-rim land to 
maintain public acceaa to the popular Star Falls near Murtaugh.

MURTAUGH - A federal agency spent 
S195.650 this summer to keep private 
developers from snatching up 1 95 acres of 
prime canyon-rim land overlooking Star 
Falls from the north.- 

The Bureau of Land Management pur- 
chased from LecAnn and Eugene Moncur 
the land that many sightseers use to reach 
one of the few remaining free-flowing 
waterfalls on the Snakc'Rivcr. ' 

Many visitors each year also crossed the 
Moncurs’ private land south of Hazclton to 
view the bubbling, churning bowl also 
known as Cauldron Linn, a National 
Historic Register Site. 

"Wc haven’t said anything because we 
know they enjoy it so much," LecAnn 
Moncur told The Times-News in April. 
"This is a significant area, It’s 200 acres of 
beautiful canyon rim." ' 

The Moncurs were among the locals who 
opposed Bish Beymer’s proposal to dam 
Star Falls for hydroelectric power. The fed- 
eral government rejected the hydro plan in 
November 1994, saying it would harm the 
area’s wildlife, scenic beauty and historic 
character. 

But earlier this year, the Moncurs were 
trying to sell the land above the falls and 
expected an offer from a private individ- 
ual. 

The couple Imd also been negotiating 
with BLM officials since last year to work 
out a deal, and Uic agency finally wrapped 
up the sale in July, said Kay Billington, a 
realty specialist for the BLM’s Shoshone 
District. 

Billington snid the BLM wants to pre- 
serve the culture and history of the natural, 


undeveloped atmosphere around'the Star 
Falls-Caldron Linn area, very popular 
among outdoor enthusiasts. 

The newly purchased property, bare land 
that was formerly pasture, is bordered on 
the cast and west by two other parcels man- 
aged by the BLM. The agency intends to 
keep the whole block of public land free of 
buildings and other improvements r- "to 
retain an open atmosphere,” Billington 
said. 

"This is kind of a unique situation - (the 
BLM)'is not looking at buying up every- 
thing along the rim," she said. 

Jerome County commissioner and ranch- 
er Roy Prescott said he thinks the BLM is 
"sometimes too restrictive” on public land 
but called this purchasc-“a very strong 
move." 

Prescott formerly advocated using the 
Snake as a "working river” and damming it 
for hydroelectric power wherever possible, 
he said. 

"But I think we're at a point now that we 
need to save some of these unique areas," 
Prescott said. The Star Falls-Caldron Linn 
stretch of the Snake River is important in 
the histop. of early Idaho expeditions, he 
said. A sign beside Highway 30, about 
miles east of Hansen, explains the Story of 
the area. 

The new BLM parcel includes land on 
the rim plain, pan of the canyon wall and 
'the slope down to the Snake River. A prim- 
itive public road leads all the way down to 
the water. 

Taxpayers won’t bear the burden of the 
purchase. Billington said. The BLM paid 
for the land with money from the Land-and 
Water Conservation Fund that comes pri- 
marily from offshore drilling licenses and 
property sales, she said. 


Longtime Forest Service employee takes over helm

TWIN FALLS - Bill LeVere began his 
U.S. Forest Service career 14 years ago, liv- 
ing in a tent for 10-day stretches and calling 
home on a primitive version of the tclrahonc.

The Forest Serviee needs to be sure graz- 
ing permits issued are environmentally 
sound, but a baeklog of paperwork ']ju5t isn’t 
a good reason” to prevent or delay grazing, 
he said. 

"We just need to be on top of it and not put 
folks in that position," LeVere said. 

Another priority at his Twin Falls post will 
be building consensus and cooperation in 
endangered salmon issues, especiolly now 
that recreational water users within the forest 
arc affected along with others who depend on 
Idaho’s water, LeVere said. 

"It will take compromises on everyone’s 
part," he said. Multiple federal agencies with 
a hand in Idaho water can slow decisions and 
"set up B stage for frustration for a lot of peo- 
ple, "he said. 

LeVere wants to speed things up, he said, 
“but not ... to the detnment of the species," 

"fhe Sawtooth Notional Forest is anticipat- 
ing a 1 5-pcrcent budget cut in the coming fis- 
cal year, so the new supervisor will have to 
work with a reduced staff and eliminate some 
services now offered, he snid. 

“It’s not going to be business as usual," 
LeVere said. “Wc just have to take our fair 
share and still manage the national forests the 
best thot wc can." 

He said visitors to the Sawtooth forest may 
soon sec some "creative” measures to com- 
pensate for loss of federal funds - perhaps 
volunteer labor or partnerships with corpora- 


tiofis, perhaps user fees. 

Washington is considering implementing 
user fees on national forests, but LeVere 
wouldn’t support such a measure if the col- 
lections were sent to pod the agency’s nation- 
al treasury, he said. But collecting fees to be 
spent on the some site would be effective, he 
said. 

The new leader of the forest comes most 
lately from Salt Lake City, where he was the 
deputy forest supervisor on the Wasatch- 
Cache Notional Forest since 1990 and earned 
praise from diverse interest groups - inciud- . 
ing environmentalists and a cattlemen’s orga- 
nization. 

In the Utah forest, LeVere has been coop- 
erative with ranchers on various issues and 
"very fair regarding multiple-use resource 
groups,” according to Executive Vice 
President Brent Tanner of the Utah 
Cattlemen’s Association. ' 

“He’s willing to sit down and work out the 
issues,” Tanner said in July. "All in all, 
(LeVere) is a fair Forest Service employee." 

, LeVere sold he has attempted to find a bal- 
ance between "commodity and non-commod- 
iiy" forest uses both in Utah and as acting 
supervisor on the Targhce National Forest in 
Id^o. 

. He also earned points for fairness and for

'That 
prompted cities to crack down on 
ail -massage businesses by impos- 
ing strict laws designed to keep out 
the skin trade.

chiropractors. 

Meanwhile, the art of massage has 
evolved beyond simple muscle manip- 
' ulation to o complex discipline that 
can include aspects of orthopedics, 
neurology and rehabilitative therapy. 
At sehools such as Santa Clara's 
Center for Body Harmonics, s'tudents 
receive detailed instruction in anato- 
my and physiology as port of their 
massage training. 

Yet no matter how rigorous or pro- 
fcssionol such schools may be. those 
who practice massage must srill prove 
they are not sex workers, a process 
that con be both expensive and con- 
fusing, 

Sikorski. for example, had to pay 
more than SSOO in municipal fees to 
open her school. And when she asked 
about what constituted a “communica- 
ble disease” test, she had trouble get- 
ting a clear answer. Finally, Sikorski 
went to her gynccologisL-who certi- 
fied she was not infected with any 
sexually transmitted viruses. 

Local officials say they have no 
desire to tyrannize legitimate thcra-, 
pists. Redwood City, Calif., Ycccntly 
revised a 1972 ordinance to exempt 
health clubs, spas and chiropractic 
offices from controls aimed at mas- 
sage parlors.

• 'Twenty-seven percent of men will die 
within one year after having a heart attack. 

• More than three-fourths of heart trans- 
plant and coronary bypass patients in the 
United States arc male. 

• More than 30 percent of men in the 
United Stales arc overweight. 

Though the statistics seem overwhelm- 
ing, doctors know that many instances of 
heart disease can be prevented if men 
would change their habits. 

"Genetics plays a part in the fact that men 
have njiighcr instance of heart disease than 
women,” Watson said. "And while there 
isn’t anything men con do obout their genes, 
you can always change your lifestyle." 

.One of the first changes of lifestyle 
should be a reduction of alcohol intake. 
Even after years of research pointing to the 
dangers of drinking, it's still a major con- 
tributor to heart attacks and stroke. 

In some people, a condition known ns al- 
cohol myocardiopathy causes a degenera- 
tive effect on the heart and as few as two 
beers a day con cause this condition.

For Women: 

Women's shoes arc not as heavy 
as they have been for the past few 
full seasons, when platform soles and 
chunky heels made a brief comeback. 
However, while fall's .styles arc more 
elegant, they still arc fairly sturdy. 
Flesh-colored stockings arc-thc 
newest look, pushing that old stand- 
. by, black, into the background. 

Because shoe designers follow the 
' lead set by clothing designers, all of 
the season's newest shoe styles will 
compliment at least some of the lat- 
est clothing fashions. For example: 

• Instcp-sirap shoes. The hottest 
and most versatile shoe for fall has a ' 
single strap, several straps or a T- 
slmp across the instep. Heels range 
from low to high and materials in- 
clude patent leather, suede and, for 
evening, pcau dc soic. The instep- 
strap gives the shoes a slightly retro 
air, which works well with many of 
fall’s I950s- and 1960s-inspjred 
styles. By day, wear the shoes with 
career suits, "sheath drcss-and-jackci 

■ combos, trousers, slip dresses, vin* 

; tage dresses, short kilts and wrap 
; skirts. By .night, wear them with 
; swing dresses and palazzo pants. 

• Loafers. Traditional thin-soled, 

• low-hcelcd loafers are still out there, 

! but. the newest styles have thick 
; soles (including corrugated lug 

soles) and chunky, medium-high 
heels. Look for styles in pressed 
crocodile or lizard and patent 
leather. Wear them with trousers, 
jeans, walking shorts, kilts, sporty 
skirts and long, casual skirts — but 
not with ladylike dresses or suits. 

- • Pumps. The new pumps have 
founder toes and more shapely heels. 
.'Many have contrasting trim around 
the instep, or heels that arc made of 
metal or lucitc. Wear with ladylike 
suits, dresses ond pantsuits. 

• Animal-skin looks. Designers ‘ 
are once again answering the call of 
the wild with shoes and boots in 
faux leopard,, pamhcr, tiger, giroITc 
and assorted other animal prints. 
This footwear adds instant style to 


any outfit in black, gray, brown and 
natural tones'. Gray-black animal 
prints look terrific with red arid gold- 
en-brown prints with dark green. 
Avoid teaming animal-print shoes 
with other colors or prints. 

• Boot-shoes. These shoes have a 
high vamp that covers the instep — 
sometimes all the way to the ankle. 
They often have buttons, laces, 
buckles or clastic inserts to make it 
easy to get them on and off. Wcor 
them with trousers, jeans, short 
skins, coat dresses and winter suits 
— not with light, feminine styles. 

• Western looks. Cowgirl-inspired 
fashions are popular again. These in- 
clude cow-print skins, fringed jack- 
ets, western shins and almost any 
style of skin or jeans in denim. You 
can wear them with real western 
boots. Or you can try one of the new 
shoes or boots that sporijust a f^w 
western elements, such as pointy 
toes, a high vamp, on angled heel or 
contrasting stitching. Wear them 
with western-inspired fashions or 
with mcnswcar-style pantsuits. 

• Mid-calf boots. Shoe fashion is 
moving away from Uic heavy, com- 
bat-stylc mid-calf boot toward a 
more countrified, gentrified bool. 
Ideal with outdoorsy casual wear but 
not with career clothes. 

For Men: 

■ Lace-up dress shoes. The classic 
oxford, whether cap-toe or wing-tip 
style, is still the most widely accept- 
ed shoe to pair with a business suit. 
They look totally dorky with casual 
clothes. Key colors include block, 
cordovan and dark brown. Shoe and 
bell color should match. 

• Loafers. As the name implies, 
loafers were originally designed for 
loafing about while wearing casual 
clothing. They still are a favorite 
dressy-casual shoe, usually worn 
without socks. But they also have 
become widely acceptcd.os business 
footwear — with socks. 

• Dressy-casual shoes, including 
shoe-boots. As dress codes have be- 
come more relaxed over the post 10 
years, a new category of dressy-ca- 
sual clothing — also called "Friday 
wear” — has come into being. At the 
same time, shoe manufacturers have 
designed a wide range of dressy-ca- 
sual footwear to complement the 
dressed-dq'^n look of khakis or 
jeans with knit shirts, band-collar 
shirts, sweaters, vests and blazers. 
Essentially, these shoes are refined 
versions of work shoes and outdoors 
shoes.

best preventative measures men con 
take. Women accept this so much so 
that they will moke 130 million 
more visits to the doctor this year 
than men. 

But why do rricn seimi so afraid of 
going in for a check-up? 

."Maybe they’re afraid of what 
they might find," Watson said. 

But even as men begin to take pre- 
ventative care seriously, there ore 
several easy lifestyle changes that 
can dramatically improve health. 

First, you can change your diet. 
Guys don’t necessarily have to go 
on 0 diet, but simply change what 
they cat — more rice, pasta and 


pototocs, less red meat. Concentrate 
on getting at least five servings per 
day of fhiits and vegetables, and rc- 
dwe salt and fat intake. 

And perhaps the hardest change 
of ail for most men:

Your analysis of our Cleansing 
Lotion, that it leaves a greasy 
film, may be true for someone 
with normal to oily skin, but not 
for someone with dry skin. 

The description you provide for 
ouf facial scrub strikes me as 
deliberately offensive. You do not 
directly refer to it as irritating, but 
stating that “it will do what it 
says, but should not be used with 
other irritants” suggests that our, 
scrub is irritating, 

This certainly goes against the 
thinking of millions of people and 
docs not represent the majority 
viewpoint. 

Consumer reporting can be a 
valuable tool when the information 
is given from a well-researched 
perspective. 1 suggest you attempt 
to convoy your opinions from an 
educated viewpoint rather than 
continue to mislead the public..

I was not rcviciving H20 Plus’s 
makeup line, only their skin-carc 
line.'Howcycr, almost all cosmetic 
products (including yours) contain 
forms of oils that don’t sound like 
oils but function cither identically 
or similarly.' 

For example, your foundolions 
may list ingredients that you don’t 
recognize as oils, such as silicone 
oils and fatty acids, but they arc 
all in the category that cosmetic 
chemists would refer to as “oily” 
or “greasy." So I wo,uId hardly 
cull your products oil-free. 

In regard to the Clconstng 
Lotion, I would never recommend 
that any product including a mois- 
turizer leave a greasy feel on ^e 
skin; besides, not everyone with 
dry skin wonts a greasy feel from 
their cleanser, and my review 
gives consumers the opportunity 
to choose. 

When was there ever a poll to 
find out what millions of people 
think about cosmetics? All facial' 
scrubs by their very nature arc 
irritating; that’s why they arc 
called scrubs. Every dermatologist 
or cosmetic chemist I’ve inter- 
viewed agrees that taking off lay- 
ers of skin leaves the skin 
extremely vulnerable. Although 
exfoliation is in most regards 
good for the skin, it docs have 
potential negatives (doesn’t just 
about everything?), and it is 
essential, in my opinion, that 
women be aware of that fact. 

The bottom line is that I stand 
by my review and feel strongly 
that I am the last person someone 
should suggest is misleading the 
public.

Study; 25% of nation’s 
toddlers not vaccinated 


ATLANTA (AP) — About 25 
percent of the nation's toddlers 
aren't protected against measles, 
mumps, polio and other common 
childnood diseases dc^ite a gov- 
ernment push for vaccinations, 
. federal figures show. 

The number of fully vaccinated 
youngsters ages 19 to 35 months 
is at a record high — near 75 per- 
cent — but the figure has 
remained about the same for. two 
years, said Dr. Welter Orenstcin, 
director of the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention’s 
National Immunization Program. 

“Even with those high rates; 
substantial numbers of children 
aren’t immunized,” Orenstcin said. 
“We can’t rest on our laurels.” 

The CDC released the first 
results Thursday of a survey 
showing more than 1 million 
children in that age group lock at 
leost one basic vaccination. 

Barriers to getting more chil- 
dren vaccinated include the cost, 
doctors’ failure to check patients’ 
vaccination records when they 
visit, and parents’ lack of aware- 
ness that it takes 1 1 shots to vac- 
cinate a child fully. 


When to get shots 

The government’s recom- 
mended schedule for child- 
hood .vaccinations: 

• Birth: Hepatitis B. 

• 2 months: Hepatitis B, 

polio, diphtheria, tetanus, 
pertussis (DTH), 

Haemophilus B (Hlb). 

• 4 months: Hepatitis B, 
polio, DTP, Hib. 

• 6 months: Hepatitis B, 
polio, DTP, Hib. 

• 12-15 months: DTP, Hib, 
measles, mumps, rubella 


12-10 months: chicken- 
pox (added to the schedule 
earlier this year). 

• 4-6 years: polio, DTP,' 
MMR. 

The study looked at vaccina? 
tion rates for diphtheria, tetanus; 
whooping cough, polio, measles, 
mumps, rubella, hepatitis B and 
haemophilus influenza type b.

If aspirin were presented today for 
approval by the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration, the agency probably 
would regulate it as a prescription 
drug. 

If people with nasal congestion 
knew that excessive use of over-the- 
counter nasal sprays could cause 
chronic nasal stuffiness, they proba- 
bly would think twice before using 
them again.

Although dosages do not match 
prescription strengths of similar 
drugs, people do not alwoys heed 
warnings or understand that reme- 
dies from the medicine cabinet can 
make you sick — sometimes even 
kill. 

People tend to run into trouble, 
experts say, when an over-the- 
counter drug intensifies on underly- 
ing medical condition, interacts with 
another medication, or when people 
exceed the recommended dose, 
seeking superfast relief. 

Concerns about the use of over- 
the-counter asthma inhalers were 
brought into sharp focus last month 
after the death of 17-ycar-old fash- 
ion model Krissy TaylSr.-i 

An autopsy showed the teen-ager 
died of asthma, a condition for' 
which she reportedly had been sclf- 
mcdicating with an ovcr-thc-countcr 
asthma inhaler. Her pediatrician 
insisted he never diagnosed her as 
asthmatic.

They aren’t seeing physicians,” said 
Robin Bryan of the Allergy and 
Asthma Network, Mothers of 
Asthmotics. The network is petition- 
ing the FDA to ban over-the-counter 
asthma inhalers. 

Nonprescription asthma inhalers 
contain epinephrine, a blood-pump- 
ing, heart-racing chemical that is 
identical to the body’s own adrena- 
line. , 

“The main thing with those drugs ' 
is that they stimulate your cardio- 
vascular system so if you’re prone to 
a heart problem, using them con be 
dangerous,” said Margaret Reilly, 
clinical pharmacist at Orlando 
Regional Medical Center. 

. Reilly recommends seeing a doc- 
tor when asthma is suspected. 

If your heart already is plagued by 
arrhythmias, or irregular beats, she 
said, epinephrine provides that extra 
(rigger to force the heart to beat 
completely out of control. 

But epinephrine isn’t the only

substance that can have adverse 
cftccts. 

Some nasal decongestants contain 
epinephrine’s chemical cbusin, 
cphedrinc. This compound also is 
contained in some common cold 
remedies. 

"These cold and sinus medications 
can raise blood pressure and can 
affect other medtcincs that people 
may be taking,” Reilly said, refer- 
ring to heart and blood pressure 
drugs. 

Even nasal decongestants without 
cphedrinc can causc« problems. 
Reilly said. 

“Rebound congestion occurs if 
you.gct addicted (o nasal sprays ... It 
dries out their sinuses, but if they 
use it for 0 long time the congestion 
comes back — worse.” 

Unusual physiological elTccis arc 
common with o number of over-the- 
counter drugs, according to the phar- 
macist. 

■ Antihistamines, such as Benadryl, 
contain on fttgredient known os 
diphenhydramine, which con lead to 
extreme drowsiness. 

This type of medication should 
not be taken before driving or oper- 
ating heavy machinery because of 
the likelihood of foiling asleep. 
These drugs also should be avoid^ 
by men who have enlorged prostates

because diphenhydramine can 
adversely affect the gland. 

Diphenhydramine also is found in 
over-the-counter sleep aids as well 
as in many nonprescription remedies 
for the common cold, Reilly warned, 
so read labels to know what you’re 
uiking. 

Dr. Philip Hansten, a professor of 
pharmacy at the University of 
Washington in Seattle and author of 
"The Consumer’s Guide To Drug 
Interactions,” said most people 
assume that bccausc a drug is sold 
bvcr-thc-counler, it’s harmless. 

“Nothing could bc'furthcr from 
the truth," he said, “yet people will 
' self-medicate without thinking their 
'harmless' pain-rcIiever con interact 
with something else. 

“People who ingest too much 
alcohol are ot risk of developing 
serious liver damage from aceta- 
minophen,” Hansten said of 
nonaspirin analgesics such os 
Tylenol, Anocin 3 and a host of 
generics. ^

Idaho has adopted a set of lam known as the Uniform 
Anatomical- Gift Act. These bws state that a person or his' next-of-kin 
may make an adrance dcdaratlon donating anatomical gifts at death. 

The rules and procedure arc quite technical, but making a 
declaration b simple. Many people do it when renewing their driver's 
licenses. Their licenses then cany an endorsement noting that they are 
.an organ donor. 

By the same token, a person can make a dedaratlon refusing 
anatomical gifts. The refusal declaration is binding on all parties and 
. prevents organ donation. , - 

Most of the time organ donadon takes place whim the donor has ' 
been declared brain dead, but odicrwisc blolo^cally ativc. Next-of-kin 
Is consulted. If family members ^ee, gifts of life ore then transferred 
to others in desperate need.
